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ORANGE COUNTY, SMAIX I ABBA, 
BUT BIG IN PRODUCTIVENESS 


By S. ARMOR, Editor Orange Post 


The state of California was created out of territory coded to the United 
States by Mexico in the year 1848. It was admitted into the Union as a free 
state in 1850. Its area was given as 155,980 square miles of land surface and 
2380 square miles of water surface. Its population, when admitted into the 
Union, was only 92,597, or an average of less than 3-6 of one person 
per 
square mile of land surface. Sixty years later, 
according 
to the United 
States census of 1910, the population had grown to be 2,377.549. or an aver­ 
age of over ,15 persons per square mile, including the mountains and other 
sparsely populated portions of the state. I 
V 
' 
It is not uncommon for citizens of other states, while 
admitting 
the 
equable climate of this state, to speak slightingly of its productions, as though 
the resources of California consisted chiefly of tourists and tenderfeet; but 
such persons should examine the government reports, especially that of 1912. 
There it is . shown that the products of Los Angeles county sold for more 
money than those of any other county in 
the 
United 
States. 
Lancaster 
county, Pennsylvania, was second; McLean county, Illinois, was third; and 
Whitman county, Washington, was fourth. A recent report from Sacramento 
gives the value of the products of California for the year 1913' as reaching 
the enormous sum of $1,110,900,252. 
j 
The county of Orange was cut off from the southeast part of Los Angeles j 
countv in 1889. Its area is given officially as 780 square miles, which would 
place it as the forty-eighth county in the state in the point of size; but it 
ranks as fourteenth in population and fifteenth in assessed valuation. 
The 
population according to the last census (1910) was 34,436. 
Perhaps a third 
of the area of the county is hilly and mountainous and the remainder is 
arable land. 
More or less of the hills and mountains are adapted to grazing and bee 
culture; they also form a watershed to precipitate and collect tile rainfall 
and drain it into streams for use in the gummer on the plains below. The 
hills on the north yield large quantities of oil and indications of oil have been ; 
tound in the hills along the coast. The hills and mountains on tile east j 
abound in minerals and precious metals. 
Hero, too are extensive beds of 
coal of a fair quality. 
The valleys and plains, which make up the larger part of tile county, are 
very fertile ami produce in merchantable quantities almost every 
kind of 
grain fruit, nut and vegetable grown in tile temperate zone, as well as many 
kinds indigenous to the torrid zone. 
Usually a region abounding in grain,! 
fruits, vegetables and grasses is well adapted to sustaining animal life; so: 
here poultry raising, dairying, wool-growing and all kinds of stock-raising are j 
successfully carried on where the soil and location do not adapt tile land to j 
fruit growing and other more profitable industries. 
Tile different kinds of soils, the elevation above sea level, the facilities 
for irrigation and its proximity to the coast adapt Orange county to the 
greatest variety of products and give it the most equable climate of any 
county in the state. 
The high mesa lands adjacent to the 
foothills have 
proved to lie nearer frostless than the lands of any other section and 
are, 
therefore, well adapted to the growing of citrus and other semi-tropic fruits-1 
and winter vegetables. The lower parts of the mesa sloping down 
to the j 
damp lands are better suited for walnuts ana deciduous fruits; tile damp lands j 
are rich in the properties that enter into sugar beets, alfalfa, celery and other: 
like crops; while with irrigation on the upland and drainage on the lowland, 
ordinary farm products can be grown anywhere in the county. 
The mesa 
lands are irrigated with water taken out of the streams higher up in ditches 
or pumped out of the ground with electric or gasoline power plants. 
The! 
lower lands near the coast are either damp enough or are 
irrigated 
from 
artesian wells. 
The Anaheim Union Water Company irrigates about 12,000 
acres; the Santa Ana Valley Irrigation Company, 17,228 acres; tile Serrano j 
Water Company, 1,313 acres: the John T. Carpenter W ater Company, 960: 
acres; the Trabuca W ater Company, 500 acres; and 
pumping plants and | 
artesian wells about 11,000 acres, making a grand total of over 43,000 acres 
of irrigated land in the county. 
Manufacturing, which is in its infancy, already shows a large output for 
the county as well as a wide range of products. There are large beet sugar 
lactories; fruit drying and packing establishments; flour and planing mills; 
gas and electrical works; canning establishments; creameries and condensed 
milk factories; brick ami tile works; oilcloth and linoleum factory; artificial 
stone and pipe works; foundries and iron works; wagon making and tool 
fitting works; rubber tire factory and vulcanizing works; ice plants, marble 
works; cigar factories; tanneries; peat fuel works; glass blowing works; 
bakeries and confectionery establishments; bookbinderies and printing of­ 
fices; and perhaps others—not to mention the scores of industries carried on 
in connection with the retail trade 
Perhaps a few statistics might give a better conception of the variety 
and magnitude of the products of Orange county, although most of the details 
and many of the minor items must be omitted. 
The annual value of the principal productions of Orange county for each 
of the three consecutive years of 1911, 1912 and 1913 is as follows: 


$50,000,000 FROM CITRUS FRUITS 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


The citrus fruit, crop of California this season 
in value aggregates fifty million dollars. 
These 
figures which are official are from the report of 
General Manager G. Harold Powell of the Califor­ 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange, submitted to the board 
of directors this week. 
There are 6500 members 
of dhe Exchange alone which marketed 11,262,185 
boxes of which 10,15(Lf24 were oranges and 1,105,461 
lemons, tbteere eleven and a quarter million boxes 
making 28,193 car loaffs. This great total was valued 
at $29,434,402, while $21,000,000 was the value of 
the crop shipped by non-Exchange growers. 
The 
report shows that the Exchange members forwarded 
61.9 per cent of the oranges and lemons shipped 
from California, which is the largest percentage of 
the total crop handled through the organization. 
The money returned to California through the ex­ 
change amounts to $19,246,757, making a general 
average of $1.71 per box, f.o.b. for every box shipped. 
The crop of Valencia oranges, which is now going 
forward from the State, is far the largest in the 
history of the citrus industry, being 60 per .cent in 
excess of any previous year. 
This will bring the 
total shipments for the year well above those of 
the banner season of 1910-1911. 
In detailing the 
work of the Exchange, Manager Powell says in part: 
“The operating cost to the shipper who utilizes 
the facilities furnished by the exchange, including 
the salaries and entire expense of the seventy selling 
agencies, the maintenance and expense of the gen­ 
eral office in Los Angeles, etc., is approximately 
four and quarter cents per packed box. 
This Bell­ 
ing cost represents I 3-5 per cent on the gross sales. 
"In addition to the operating cost the Exchange 
has expended one and a half cents per box for ad­ 
vertising its leading brands, or three-flfths of one 
per cent of the gross value of the fruit. 
“While not a California Fruit Growers’ Exchange 
expense there should be added to the marketing cost 
.84 pgr cent, which Is tho average cost the grower 
"paid-* t o 'maintain the eubexchange during 1913-14. 
“This marketing cost, including the cost of adver­ 
tising, which has been made possible by the co-op-J 
erative efforts of the 6500 growers, is the lowest 
cost of marketing an agricultural crop anywhere in| 
the world. 


“During the past few years the exchange has in­ 
creased the per capita consumption of citrus fruits 
by advertising. 
The consumption 
of 
California 
oranges during the past decade has increased 74.6 
per cent. 
The production of California oranges 
and lemons is increasing rapidly and the Exchange 
looking to the future, as well as the present inter­ 
ests of its members, Is, by judicious advertising, 
creating a larger consumption of oranges, lemons 
and grape fruit:

“^he members have purchased $3,319,062.04 of 
supplies through the Fruit Growers’ Supply com­ 
pany. 
As a result of the frost in 1913 California 
lost its commanding position, in the leading mar­ 
kets of the country, especially in the East. Florida, 
profiting by our misfortune, was intrenched 
in the 
markets at the beginning of the year. California 
had to re-establish its citrus fruits in the markets. 
“That the exchange should have shipped the larg­ 
e s t crop in its history and should have returned 
the largest amount of money to the state one year 
after the disastrous frost, except in the year 1910-11, 
when general financial conditions were natural, is 
one of the remarkable achievements in American 
horticulture. 
“Three leading factors have made this result pos­ 
sible: First, the international system of uniform 
distribution through the seventy exclusive agencies 
established by the Exchange members; second, the 
international campaign of 
advertising 
which 
in­ 
creased the consumption of California citrus and 
quickly re-established them with the consumer; and, 
third, the luscious character 
of 
the 
California 
orange, which makes it pre-eminently popular with 
the consumer, 
"Fruit of good eating quality only can be shipped 
in the future if the industry is to maintain its in- 
i tegrity with the consumer. 
The shipment of im­ 
mature or frost-injured fruit, or of misbranded varie­ 
ties, within the state, or in interstate commerce 
[should be made a federal statutory offense. 
"The growers must give their loyal support to 
Ithe state university and to the United States de­ 
partm ent of agriculture in their investigations of 
Ithe difficulties which beset 
the

When vessels were constructed that 
drew more than twelve feet of water 
the trade gradually drew away from 
Newport Harbor; for the reason that, 
although vessels could be lightered, 
(i. e., cargoes transferred to smaller 
boats and then landed) as readily at 
this point as at San Pedro, the ship­ 
ping facilities were not as adequate af­ 
ter the cargoes had been landed. But 
when James McFadden built the rail­ 
way from Santa Ana and constructed 
the wharf into the ocean off Newport

The orange industry of Orange coun­ 
ty had its beginning forty years ago 
with the planting of a small orchard 
by Patterson Bowers. 
Th!* planting 
was on land two miles northeast of 
Orange. Due to the lack of irrigation 
water the industry did not grow rapid­ 
ly until 1880. 
At this time, when or­ 
ange planting began to push forward, 
it was discovered that the early im­ 
porter of nursery stock had unfortu­ 
nately brought in one of the worst 
pests of citrus trees; which gave the 
citrus industry a further set-back, and 
attention was turned to the planting 
of muscat grapes for the making or 
raisins. 
About 
1887 the vineyards 
were attacked by a mysterious 
dis­ 
ease which destroyed the grape indus­ 
try, and in the meantime an effective 
remedy for the control of the scale 
pests of citrus fruits having been per­ 
fected, the planting of orange trees 


all classes of soils that are to bo found 
in the county, except in the extreme 
low, wet localities, showing its adapt­ 
ability to a wide range of conditions. 
The returns from a grove 
of 
or* 
anges are in proportion to the quality 
of the soil and the degree of intelli­ 
gent care bestowed upon it. 
These 
may vary from little or nothing up to 
$700 per acre, or in some instances 
more. 
The average, however, is .very 
much under this figure. 
The orange 
is, however, a very expensive fhtft to 
raise, being exceeded in this respect 
only by the lemon. 
The cost of producing a crop of or­ 
anges under average 
conditions 
is 
about as follows, per acre; 
Cultiva­ 
tion, $40; fertilization, $30; fumiga­ 
tion, $35; pruning and 
otfier 
labor, 
$15; irrigation, $5; making a total of 
$125 per acre per year. 
The average 
began in earnest. 
The industry has return for the whole county for the 
continued to grow steadily, and with 
very rapid strides in recent years. 
The orange crop has 
for

years been the 
leading 
wealth-pro- 
ducer of Orange county, the value of 
the 1912 crop being $2,250,000. 
The 
greatest-expansion recently has been 
in the Valencia plantings. This is due 
to the proven fact that our climate is 
superior for the production of a late- 
keeping Valencia. 
The area devoted to the growing of 
oranges la practically 7200 acres of 
bearing and 3200 acres of non-bearing 
trees, making a total of 10,400 acres, 
or 929,480 bearing 
and 
non-bearing 
trees. 
The first car of oranges to leave Or­ 
ange county for a foreign market was 
shipped to Des Moines, la., in April, 
1883, by A. I). Bishop 
and 
M. 
A. 
Peters. In the thirty years that have 
passed since that first shipment the 
output has grown to 4400 carloads, or 
1,742,400 boxes. 
The Industry is upon a firmer basis 
today than ever before; 
principally 
due to the 
method 
of co-operative 
marketing, together with a better un­ 
derstanding of the care 
of 
the or­ 
chards. 
There are sixteen packing houses 
used in harvesting the crop. 
Seven 
packing houses are owned by associa­ 
tions belonging to the California Fruit 
Exchange, and there are nine 
inde­ 
pendent packers. 
The 
associations 
pack and ship about 70 per cent of the 
crop. 
The orange has proven to be a har­ 
dy tree, withstanding much abuse and 


year 1912 was approximately $300 per 
acre, making a return to the grower 
of $175 per acre. 
The future of the industry is prom­ 
ising. 
Some of the best orange land 
in the world is yet unplanted, and 
needs only the development of water 
to make prize groves.

fined largely to those sections that are 
not subject to frost damage.

One of them is the bean crop. That 
includes two varieties, the lima and | 
the blackeye. In acreage and produc­
